dicate were thrown on the market to- 
morrow there Is no property sufficient 
to realize the sum borrowed on these- 
certified U-s sifter the mortgages arc 
discharged.

526.22. What "cost value" means no- 
body knows.

A DUTY TO THE PUBLIC.' 


The newspaper discussion with re- 


gard to the nature of the Investment 
certlAcates of the Realty Syndicate has 
had such a tendency to disturb In-

timely that an Investigation be made by 
the State officials. Such corporations 
as the Syndicate do not appear to come 
within the jurisdiction of the Bank 
Commissioners, bu* there seems to b« 
sufficient law to provide for an Inves- 
tigation in behalf of a sound public 
policy exercised In the supervision of 
the corporation finances. Section 382 
of the Civil Code provides that the 
Attorm y-General, or District Attor- 


ney, 
whenever and as often as required 


by the Governor, may examine into the j 
affairs and condition of any corpora- 
tion In this State and report such ex- 
amination in writing together with a 
detailed statement of the facts and for 
that purpose may administer all neces- 
sary oaths to the directors and officers 
of any corporation and may examine 
them on oath in relation to the affairs' 
and condition thereof and may exam- 
ine the- books, papers and documents 
belonging to such corporation or ap- 
pertaining to ttg affairs and conditions. 
The result of such an Investigation 
must l.e laid by the Governor before 
the Legislature, or the Legislature, un- 
der Section 383 of the Civil Code of 
California, may, on Its own motion, 
order :mch an 
examination and for 


that purpose any committee appointed 
by the Legislature or either branch 
thereof may administer the necessary- 
oaths to directors, officers and stock- 
holders and examine safes, books, pa- 
pers and 
documents 
belonging 
to 


such corporation or appertaining to Us 
affairs o;' conditions. 


Such nn Investigation 
should 
be 


courted by the Realty Syndicate if its 
busine.'s Is conducted In a perfectly 
safe and sound manner. If its assets 
are found to be adequate and Us cer- 
tificates amply secured such a report 
by competent State officers woulci do 
much to reassure the public and es- 
tablish confidence in" Its financial sta- 
bility. 
On the other hand, Investors 


are entitled to know the real charac- 
ter of 'he paper which they hold. Su^h 
an investigation would be of public 
benefit in allaying any 
apprehension 


which may have been aroused which 
would deter others from investing in 
safe s-curitlea. 
The Enquirer ^-ould 


be sorry to see any disturbance of pub- 
lic coiifidence in any sound financial 
institution or any interference with^the 
business of any corporation affording 
a safe investment which is interested 
in any .way with the development of 
Oakland. But the Interests of the pub- 
lic arc paramount and the first concern 
of the State officials shotild be to see 
that all financial institutions

business in this State are safe and 
solvent.

Dr. Abbott on the President. 


In the last issue of the Outlook, Rev. Lyrnan Abbott, who has had 


exceptional opportunities during manv years of observing the Presi- 
dent at clo'se range, gives a personal estimate of Theodore Roosevelt. 
It is a calm but wholly favorable vie.v of a man who has lived and 
wrought continually in the limelight but whose character is still a 
matter of grave dispute; he presents a different aspect to different 
people, and his appearance varies according to the point of view. Dr. 
Abbott does not indulge in the silly twaddle with which Jacob Riis has 
besmeared the President, and, of course, is incapable of the high flown 
rhodomontade that distinguishes Affre<l Henry Lewis from other writ- 
ers, as a red necktie shines at a funeral, but he presents a straight- 
forward picture, drawn in sympathetic but not warm colors, of a real 
man. 
It is not a critical essay designed for political effect as is the 


sketch of Senator Lodge, but is a hesrty, honest judgment of a pub- 
lic officer with whom Dr. Abbott has been much thrown and whose 
character he sincerely admires Dr. Abbott says the President is not 
impulsive. In this particular, he runs counter to the almost universal 
conception of the man; friends and enemies generally unite in regard- 
ing him as impulsive. The ed.tor of the Outlook contradicts popular 
-impression flatly, saying the President never acts before thinking. 
That is what Secretary John Hay sa\s. What people take for im- 
pulsiveness of action, says Dr. Abbott, is vigorous action following 
swiftly on rapid thought. The President thinks quickly, moves prompt- 
ly and acts vigorously. This celerity has the appearance of impulse, 
whereas action always 
follows thoughtful 
conclusion. 
That the 


President is not deliberate in the sen-.e that his mental processes are 
not slow, nor his activities leisurely, Dr. Abbott frankly admits, but for 
all that he estimates Mr. Roosevelt to be a singularly clear, rational 
and logical thinker, who is never rash and never yields to mere im- 
pulse. His mind moves frorr premise to conclusion swiftly and di- 
rectly, and then the action follows in the same quick order as the 
powder explodes when the matcn* reaches it. 
Once the President 


has made up his mind, there is neither doubt nor hesitation, no pro- 
crastination, no faltering of purpose o- revolving over the question of 
expediency. 
On the whole, ihis estimate of President Roosevelt is 


the most satisfactory and com ncing we have seen put forth: not even 
Secretary Hay has given us such a keen insight into the workings of one 
of the most alert and active m nds of lus age. It is explanatory in the 
highest degree, for it reconciles opposing estimates and harmonizes 
with all the President's know-it acts and utterances. Dr. Abbott says 
Mr. Roosevelt uears his mind on his -leeve; he has no concealments; 
tells everybody what he thinks and does precisely what his judgment 
and his conscience assure him is rig'ht. 
It is a thoroughly sound, 


whole-hearted man that the ecitor of ihe Outlook shows us, a. man to 
trust and love.

Mr. James ignoies the fact that in all ages a de- 
clining birth rate is the premise to national degeneracy. A low birth 
rate is the invariable mark of a loss of virility. No matter how poor a 
people may be, physical and mental stamnia is not impaired so long 
as the birth rate continues large or even normal. A low birth rate 
proceeds from two causes, often related—loss of potency or interference 
with the processes of nature. The latter invariably causes a decline in
